This  tour  encompasses  19  total  stopping 
points  Faneuil  Hall,  Quincy  Market  Boston 
Massacre  Site,  Old  State  House,  Birthplace  of 
Beniamin  Franklin,  Old  South  Meeting 
House,  Old  Corner  Book  Store,  Statue  ol  Ben- 
iamin Franklin,  Site  of  the  First  Public  School 
and  Old  Granary  Burying  Ground,  where 
Samuel  Adams  and  the  legendary  Mother 
Goose  were  buried.  Others  include  1'ark 
Street  Church,  Boston  Common,  State  House 
and  Archives,  King's  Chapel,  King's  Chapel 
Burving  Ground,  Paul  Revere  House,  Paul 
Revere  Mall  and  the  Old  North  Church,  were 
Paul  Revere  hung  the  lanterns  to  warn  the 
Colonists  that  the  British  were  coming  The 
last  stopping  point  includes  Copp's  Hill  and 
Burying  Ground,  which  is  another  name  for 
the  place  where  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
stands  This  round  trip  usually  takes  a  full 
dav  of  travel. 

In  addition  to  following  this  route,  there  arc 
manv  other  legendary  sites  in  the  city.  We 
have  a  replica  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party  Ship, 
The  U  S  S.  Constitution  ("Old  Ironsides"), 
the  |ohn  F.  Kennedy  Federal  Building,  the 
Prudential  Center,  and  Beacon  Hill  Man- 
sions On  the  Charles  River  F.spanadc  one  can 
see  the  Hatch  Shell  where  thousands  of  peo- 
ple have  listened  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler 
conduct  the  Boston  Pops. 

In  addition  to  historical  sites,  the  city  of 
Boston  is  also  very  well  noted  for  its  cultural 
facilities.  Almost  an  entire  section  of  the 
Boylston-Downtown  area  has  been  renamed 
the  "Theater  District",  which  includes  such 
famous  theaters  as  the  Music  Hall,  the

Shubert  Theater,  and  the  Wilbur  Theater. 

Art  galleries,  featuring  works  from  local  as 
well  as  international  artists,  are  scattered 
throughout  different  parts  of  the  city.  A  great 
many  of  these  galleries  are  concentrated  in 
the  Newbury  Street  area,  and  some  others 
may  be  found  near  Harvard  Square  in  Cam- 
bridge 

The  museums,  also  are  plentiful,  and  are 
interspersed  at  varying  spots  around  Boston. 
The  Science  Museum,  located  near  the  North 
(railroad!  Station,  is  a  major  point  of  interest 
for  those  looking  for  a  truly  "unique"  way  to 
spend  a  day  It  is  also  a  main  field  trip  attrac- 
tion for  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
The  LJ.S.S.  Constitution  Museum  contains 
remote  "try  me"  exhibits,  such  as  sailors' 
hammocks,  which  viewers  are  allowed  to  ac- 
tually sit  or  lie  upon.  Other  museums  are:  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Children's 
Museum  and  the  new  Faneuil  Hall  Museum, 
located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  South  Market 
Building. 

Shopping  in  Boston  means  risking  life  and 
limb  for  the  bargains  at  Fi'cnc's  basement,  or 


feeling  like  Diane  von  Furstenberg  or  a  Pierre 
Card  in  boasting  stores  along  Newbury  Street. 
In  the  downtown  shopping  area,  there  is  the 
new  Downtown  Crossing  The  streets  have 
been  bricked  and  no  traffic  is  allowed  to 
enter  There  is  also  a  platform  where  fashion 
shows  are  performed. 

Quincy  Market  is  another  fun  and  exciting 
place  to  go  shopping.  It  is  located  on  the 
Waterfront  The  buildings  have  all  been 
restored  and  the  marketplace  consists  of 
every  conceivable  type  of. food.  Then  in  the 
two  buildings  on  either  side  of  the 
marketplace  are  quaint  shops  of  all  kinds.  For 
instance,  there  is  a  pig  shop  (everything  in  the 
store  deals  with  pigs),  a  game  shop,  a  kite 
shop,  Bear  Necessities  shop  (which  is  filled 
with  all  kinds  of  stuffed  bears!  and  many- 
more. 

As  lor  College  life  in  Boston,  each 
September  Boston  seems  to  burst  with  young, 
ambitious  adults  seeking  to  enrich  their 
education.  If  you  stand  still  you  can  almost 
hear  the  hum  of  thousands  of  students  settl- 
ing in  for  a  year  of  school.  Thousands  of 
students  coming  from  all  over  the  world,  each 
bringing  with  them  different  backgrounds  and 
yet  all  mixing  in  harmony.  That  is  what 
makes  Boston  exciting.  The  classroom  educa- 
tion cannot  compare  to  the  education  ac- 
quired from  the  city 

Whether  you  are  a  daytime  person  or  a 
nighttime  person,  Boston  has  a  place  for  you. 
You  can  be  on  a  college  budget  to  take  advan- 
tage of  them.  Lectures,  concerts  and  exhibits 
are  only  a  few  of  the  wide  variety  of  inexpen- 
sive events  always  taking  place.  What  other 
city  offers  you  a  view  from  the  59th  floor  of 
the  John  Hancock  building,  and  the  historical 
splendor  of  the  Tea  Party  boat,  all  in  the  same 
day? 

In  the  springtime  Boston  breaks  out  of  its 
winter  hibernation  and  every  student  is  out- 
side trying  to  catch  the  first  warm  rays.  The 
Boston  Commons  begins  to  come  alive  with 
frisbees  soaring  across  the  budding  green 
acreage.  The  end  of  another  school  year  is 
neanng  and  a  more  relaxed  atmosphere 
dominates  the  city. 

As  May  and  [une  come,  the  college  town 
once  again  hears  the  hum  of  activity.  This 
hum  has  a  feeling  of  sadness  to  it.  The  depar- 
ture of  close  friends  becomes  a  reality  When 
the  hum  has  gone,  Boston  settles  down  to 
wait  for  next  fall  —  and  waits  to  feel  young 
again. 

A  city,  like  a  person,  changes,  grows, 
becomes  a  great  love  in  our  lives.  We  look  for- 
ward to  sharing  the  wisdom  of  your  city  and 
offering  you,  ours.  We  rejoice  in  knowing  that 
each  of  us,  m  his  or  her  city,  builds  the  great 
nation.
